LUMINOUS FLOWERS 


One of the latest novelties in Paris is 
the luminoous flower for the buttonhole.

Yugoslavia 
and Rumania both are members of the 
Balkan Entente, which will hold a meeting 
at Belgrade during the first week in 
February. Greece and Turkey also will be 
represented, and it is possible that an 
efiort will be made in the meanwhile to 
secure the adherence, or at least the passive 
sympathy, of Bulgaria. Hungary, of 
course, stands outside the Balkan Entente; 
but, in the event of a common threat from 
Moscow, her attitude hardly would be open 
ty doubt. . 

Italy is assuming the moral leadership 
of South-Eastern Europe, and she is firmly 
determined that Russian influence shall 
not be allowed to gain a foothold in the 
Balkans.

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IN White Paper on the Anglo-French. 
Russian negotiations of last spring 
probably will.,bepublishsd on Tuesday 
néxt. The documents are expectéd to 
excite no less public irerest than those 
issued dealing with events in Berlin before 
the war. It is not unlikely that Russian 
affairs will be responsible for quite a 
number of developments during the next 
Rumour says that one of them 
may be the complete withdrawal of the 
Italian Embassy staff from the Russian 
capital, indicating a diplomatic break 
between Italy and. Russia,-with a definite 
intimation to Germary that Signor 
Mussolini has become the champion of 
Europe and the democracies against Bol- 
shevism. Another one may be the dismissal 
by M. Stalin of the heads of several of 
the Soviet State departments, particularly 
those connected with the preparations for 
war.

National Liberal Party 


A meeting of the National Liberal 
members of the House of Commons is to 
be held next Wednesday to review the 
circumstances attendant on the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Uore-Belisha from the Govern- 
ment. It is expected that Sir John Simon 
will be present, as well as the late Secretary 
of War, and this will be their first meeting 
since Mr. Hore-Belisha left the War 
Cabinet..

An Evacuation Problem 


The evacuation of civil servants from 
London to remote places continues, much 
to the annovance of the evacuees. A 
meeting was held this evening to draft a 
resolution of protest calling for a recon- 
sideration of .the whole question. Some 
500 civil servants from Somerset House 
and Cornwall House are to leave for 
Liandudno next month, and it is possible 
that no fewer than 3,000 will go there 
eventually, leaving only a few key officials 
in London. . This evacuation is not easy 
to understand, inasmuch as many business 
firms are returning from the country to 
their usual headquarters, onlv to find that 
the Government’ people with whom they 
have to deal are moving out. Another 
surprising feature about the movement is 
that the responsible authorities have just 
completed the spending of several thousands 
of pounds on air raid shelters at Somerset 
House.

Bank's Note Circulation’ 


The Bank of England’s active note 
circulation has shown a decline during the 
past fortnight of only £18,484,000, as com-

than it was at this time last year. This 
situation is accounted for partly by the 
fact that more notes have been spent in 
country districts this year owing to the 
evacuation from large towns, and are thus 
taking longer to find their way back to the 
Bank of England.

The Bacon Ration

Since bacon-rationing at four ounces per 
head per week came into operation on 
Monday, there seems to have been a 
surplus of it, but it is not known whether 
this is due to uneven distribution—giving 
to some districts more, and to others less, 
than they require—or to a marked falling- 
off in the general consumption. The 
Ministry of Food is investigating the 
matter, and if it is shown that there is a 
surplus, either generally or in certain 
localities, permission will be given for 
retailers to sell without coupons for a 
limited period until they have disposed 
of surplus stock. Where the surplus is 
of a tocal character, the Food Committees 
for the district are authorised to permit 
the sale of perishable food without coupons, 
and it is possible that some such action 
will be taken in the case of bacon.

It. was understood that the 
Italians would extend the visit to Rumania 
if political questions were settled satisfac- 
torily.—(The Associated Press.) 


RULERS MEET 


King Carol and Prince Paul had a secret 
conference at Versac, on the Rumanian- 
Yugoslav frontier, two days ago, official 
quarters disclosed to-day. Eighteen-year- 
old Crown Prince Michael, who is being 
carefully groomed in statecraft by his 
father, was present at the talks. Both 
Carol and Paul had been reported on 
hunting trips in this district, but the 
latter’s duparture had only been disclosed 
in Belgrade yesterday. This important 
meeting occurred only two days after Count 
Csaky, Hungarian Foreign Minister, had 
left Italy after talks with Count Ciano, 
Ttalian Foreign Minister, with a promise 
of Italian military aid for Hungary in the 


event of Russian aggression. 


MATTERS DISCUSSED 


The muin results of the Csaky-Ciano 
- conversations, understood to have been the 
subject on which King Carol and Prince 
“Paul conferred, were the following :— 

From Budapest it was reported on high 
authority that a defensive military 
alliance against possible Russian moves 
into the Balkans had been formed. This 
was being kept confidential. From Rome 
it was learned that Count Ciano had 
offered to support Rumania in defence of 
the Bessarabia territory won from Russia 
after the last war, if Rumania would agree 
to revision of the status after thisÍ war of 
Transylvanian won from Hungary. 

From Budapest it was also learned that 
Yugoslavia would be drawn into the 
Hungary-Italy allianco not as a military 
partner, but as a friend, who would allow 
Italian troops to pass through her terri- 
tory on their way to help Hungary. 

Specifically, King Carol was understood 
to have sounded Prince Paul on the Italo- 
Hungarian scheme ‘to aid Rumania 
against Russian aggression in return for 
Bucharest’s promise of post-war territorial 
revision, benefiting chiefly Hungary, and 
the extent to which Rumania might expect 
Yugoslav backing in the event of a 
Russian attack and at the forthcoming 
Balkan negotiations. The Counc of the 
Balkan Entente meets next month, 


ITALY’S ATTITUDE 


The Press Association Diplomatic Corre- 
spondent writes: The new alliance, 
directed expressly against Russian expan- 

sion beyond the Carpathians, would pre- 
sumably. require for its effective 
implementation permission from Yugo- 
slavia to send troops through her country 
to the aid of Hungary, with whdm Russia 
has a common frontier since the dis- 
memberment of Poland. Although there 
have been many reports of Count Csaky, 
Hungarian Foreign Minister; the Yugo- 
slav Vice-Premier and the Rumanian 
Foreign Minister visiting Italy shortly, 
authoritative circles in Rome stated to- 
day that there is no likelihood of Count 
Csaky coming to the Italian capital, and. 
reports of the other visits have been 
denied in Rumania and Belgrade. Italy 
is avowedly sponsoring a line-up of the 
Balkans in face of a Russian menace, 
which is thontght to be remote while 
Finland holds out, but diplomats have 
said that Signor Mussolini is not willing 
openly to head or appear as sponsor of 
such a move.

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DR. BROWNE AND THE 
LEAGUE’S MISTAKE

Fleets for the duration of the war,” said 
Senator Frank MacDermot last night at the 
inaugural meeting of the Literary and 
Historical Society, University College, Dublin, 
when the Auditor, Mr. T. P. © Siaghail, gave 
an address on “ Some Social Tendencies in 
Modern Enrope.”’ 

Senator MacDermot said: ‘‘ Let us get out 
of the British Empire and combine this act 
with an offer of the use of our ports te 
France and England, to make clear that our 
abandonment of neutrality, involved no loss 
of independence.’ 

Supporting the vote of thanks to the 
Auditor, Mr. MacDermot said that th. 
Auditor had invited them to consider the 
causes behind the present catastrophe and 
what they in Ireland could do to create .a 
better order after the war. 


BRUTE FORCE 


“1 might be unduly pessimistic,’ he said, 
““ but there seems to me to be something more 
than a bare possibility that Germany and 
Russia will win, and that the ideas of such 
nations as admit the importance of any other 
consideration than that of brute force will 
carry absolutely no weight.” 

The longer he iived the more convinced he 
was that the bulk of human misfortune 
tlowed from defects of the head rather than 
from the heart. Human stupidity was more 
of a danger than human depravity. 

There was a double weakness about the 
Auditor’s advice that the world should turn 
to where it was before the Reformation. 
Experience had shown that fidelity to the 
Catholic religion was not enough as a bul- 
wark against war. ‘There were many wars 
before the Reformation, and in some of them 
the Papal States were actively involved, It 
was true that the Papacy prevented a great 
many wars, but its success in this was not 
wholly unconnected with the power of the 
Holy Roman Empire. Historically, there was 
much to be said for the view that every 
period of peace had usually been 
brought about by Europes acquiescing 
in the leadership of some single 
power whose material resources 
were ready to be used against any restless 
and dissatisfied nation. The important thing 
for Europe was that the civilisation of the 
dominant power should be liberal, compas- 
sionate and in conformity with Christian 


ideals. 
THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


“I was,” he said, ‘‘an ardent supporter 
of the League of Nations; indeed during the 
last war the only thing that seemed to make 
life tolerable was the hope that in future 
compulsory arbitration would be substituted 
for such a horrible way of settling conflicts 
of national interest. It is sometimes for- 
gotten that these ideas had the blessing®of 
the Sovereign Pontiff. In the peace terms 
which Pope Benedict submitted to the 
Governments of the belligerent nations in 
1917 such arbitration was provided for, 
together with the use of sanctions. 

““I am afraid,” he said, ‘‘that up to the 
present things would have gone better if 
the League had never been thought of.” 

The fashionable thing was to blame the 
failure of the League on the cynicism and 
vindictiveness of the representatives of the 
Allies at Versailles. His own opinion was 
that the terms imposed on Germany were 
not so much unjust, as stupid. In giving 
extreme effect to the principle of self-deter- 
mination in Eastern Europe, it played ducks 
and drakes with economics. 

“I think,” he said, “it would have been 
better for Europe if the ideas of the French 
strategists had prevailed, and Germany had 
been territorially and militarily even more 
weakened than she was.” 

“I think the League failed because it took 
no effective steps to preserve the status quo.”’ 


FORCE AGAINST FORCE 


He disagreed with statements to the effect 
that force could not be driven out by force. 
“I believe that it can, and that you must 
use force against force. What matters is not 
so much the use of force, as the principles 
behind that force. 

“The failure to do anything effective about 
Italy’s onslaught on Asyssinia, and when 
Austria was invaded, and Czecho-Slovukia 
violated, was largely due to the fact that 
English and French Statesmen had not been 
weakened and their minds confused by the 
existence of the League of Nations. 
“However much or little the follies and 
crimes Of others have contributed to the 
creation of the wild beast that is Nazi-ism; a 
wild beast it is; revealed as such still more 
clearly since it allied itself with Stalin, on 
condition that he should be free to crush 
the liberties of the small nations around 
him.” Hitier has made cruelty and persecu- 
tion and contempt for law leading features 
of his Government, just as he has made 
treachery and violence leading features of his 
code of international behaviour. 


IRISH NEUTRALITY 


“This sort of talk is doubtless very un- 
neutral, but I confess I make no claim to 
neutrality and see no glory in it. We have 
just distinguished ourselves by. sending a 
bas gift of £1,000 to Finland. We should 
e doing much more for the Finns and for 
civilisation, and for ourselves and for the 
cause of Irish unity, if we put our ports at 
the disposal of the French and British Fleets 
for the duration of the war. 

“The protection of transAtlantic commerce 
is seriously hindered by the lack of these 
facilities, and, tf this just makes the difference 
between victory and. defeat, we have 
a great dea! to answer for to European ¢ivili- 
sation, especially when. we consider that our 
ability to meet here to-night, discussing these 
matters with calm, philosophical detach- 
ment, is: due to the Allies’ command of the 
sea. 
“I have another suggestion. Let us get 
out of the British Empire, either permanertly

LEAGUE’S DEATH WARRANT 


Referring to the League of Nations, Dr. 
Browne said that he thought that, in the 
opinion of most pédple in the present day, 
the League of Nations had signed its own 
death warrant when it had admitted Russia— 
a country that did not recognise any obliga- 
tions towards any other nation except that 
of fomenting revolution. They were witness- 
ing in the world to-day the resúlt of inter- 
national life based on violence and devoid of 
moral foundation. But, in every sphere, their 
troubles and their dangers, particularly the 
danger of autocracy, arose from the emanci- 
pation of political life from any kind of moral 
restraint—the idea that a government or a 
majority could do what they liked. 

“I quite agree,” said his Lordship, “ that 
the old liberal idea that the micre machinery 
of democracy will invariably produce results, 
is dead—the idea that if you merely give 
people a vote and teach them to read the 
newspapers, you are bound to have Utopia.

THE DEMOCRATIC MACHINE 


‘‘Democracy, as such, will degenerate and 
become a tyranny unless it is run by honest 
men for an honest purpose; unless it is run 
by men who believe in justice and the. rights 
of others. Down here we know that very 
well, and if anybody wants to see “hat 
democracy without justice for the underdog 
can mean, he has only got to cross the 
Border.” & i 

“You can rig the democratic machine and 
you can run it unjustly, just as you can rig 
any other machine and run it unjustly. 
Granted that democracy is run by men who 
believe in justice -for others as well as for 
themselves, then, it is the best form of govern- 
ment. 

“The Auditor spoke of the advantages of 
dictatorship, and what a good system it would 
be if there was an easy means of getting 
good dictators. I think the great trouble is 
finding a safe and peaceful means of getting 
rid of dictators.” . 

The great advantage of democracy when all 
was said and done, his lordship proceeded, 
was—and he said it with all respect—that it 
gave a safe and peaceful means of changing 
their political masters, and that it was a bul- 
wark against autocracy, It had worked well 
among the small peoples who had a Christian 
background. 

They were in a day that worshipped size, 
but, thank God, they lived in a da“ that had 
seen something as great again almost, as the 
battle of Marathon, when a small democracy 
rolled back the power of the Oriental despot. 
They had lived to see, thank God, a small 
nation like Finland roll back thé onslaughts 
of Orienta! despotism. After all, it must be 
remembered in favour of small peoples that 
they could be very tough when they were 
fighting for what they believed was worth 
fighting for—when they believed in them- 
selves, in their souls and in God. 


TOWARDS AUTOCRACY 


There were many people in Treland who 
felt that the social trend towards autocracy 
had not left them altogether untouched; that 
in every country—perhaps inevitably nowa- 
days—there was a tendency towards the 
intervention of Government in _ practically 
every form of life, and that the Parliamen- 
“á machine was not proving quite equal to 


it. 

Everybody knew, observed his lordship, 
that the Parliamentary machine had one de- 
fect—that it had allowed to grow up the 
system of Government by order or decree, 
and that the Legislature was not reall 
exercising the supervision over law that it 
should. He submitted that even the judges 
themselves did not know and had not got 
copies of all the Orders that were in 
force in this country. He thought, at any 
rate, that it would take a great jurist to 
codify them; but, while there was a tendency 
to aempannny they should not become pessi- 
mistic. 


BULWARKS AGAINST . 
AUTOCRACY 


Human nature was strong and asserted it- 
self. It was well to realise that human 
nature was steadily and, perhaps, uncon- 
sciously putting out organic growths that 
resisted autocra Apart from the Churches 
which would always be found to defe 
human personality and the rights of 
conscience, in sound system 
there always be, and there 
should be, certain social growths which 
preserved the individual from the tyrann 
of the State. There would be great salí. 
governing institutions-universities . such. as 
that. In other countries one of the aims of 
autocracy was to make the. University the 
mere instrument of the itical machine.

“In this countéy,” w Browne’ concluded,

COLD WAVE IN 
EUROPE

RIVERS FROZEN AND 
SHIPS AGROUND 
From Revter's Corresponpent, 

PARIS, Friday. 


The present cold wave is. described in 
reports from Eastern Europe to-day as the 
most severe since the winter of 1928-1929. 
Berlin is partieulerly hard hit, since, with 
41 degrees of ftost, all the canals, which 
carry 35 per cent. of the coal supplies, are 
frozen over. A number of trains have been 
cancelled to enable coal supplies be 
brought to the big German cities. 

Reports from Belgrade say that all traffic 
was held-up by snow storms, and the Paris- 
Athens express was snowbound jh drifts for 
eight hours. Rescue rties are making 
their way toward showed-up trains. 

In Rumania, according to a Bucharest 
telegram, great cold prevails on the 
Rumanian plain, while in Bessarabia the 
thermometer shows 64 degrees of {nost. 

Ice on the frozen Danube is thickéning, and 
in some places is 14 inches thick, A great 
storm is raging in the Black Sea,

It is difficult to write a poem about 
a saint, so the poet soon comes to the part 
the audience has been waiting for. ey 
want to her his cracks about 
Madame Genevieve Tabouis, the most 
talked of woman journalist in the world. 
even Hitler talks about her. The speech in 
which he referred to “the woman journalist 
in Paris who knows what I think even before 
I do” is not forgotten either by her friends 
or by he: critics. Her readers in France, 
Britain and North and South America are 
legion, but at the mont the fashion is to 
**debunk the Tabouis.‘ 


DEBUNKING TABOUIS 

Only last month the American news- 
magazine, Time, gave a succinct and ironic 
description of her as the prophet who has 
only once admitted she was wrong. The 
indictment the magazine draws up is that 
she predicted the peaceful solution of the 
Finnish affair the very day before the 
Russian Army marched into the country. 

That in August last year she said Germany 
and Hangary would join each other in 
common attack upon Rumania. 

Two weeks. later Germany invaded . . , . 
Poland. 

Further it is averred, two days before the 
announcement of the German-Russo trade 
agreement, which was the forerunner of the 
non-aggression pact, she declared that “'a 
basis for agreement has been found by the 
French, Brrtish, Russians, Poles, Rumanians 
and ‘Turks.”’ 

Nevertheless, even the critical journal 
admits that she gets a lot of things right. 
Her sensational revelation of the Hoare-Laval 
deal with Mussolini over -Abyssinia counts in 
her favour, for that news was so true that 
history was changed by her sheer revelation 
of it. Parisfans more particularly remember 
the scandal when, in 1937, she announced— 
according still to Time’s indictment—that 
Mr. Chamberlain and [Lord Halifax, who 
were coming to Paris the next day, had 
decided to appease Germany by the gift of 
France’s Madagascar. That was the time 
she was forced to admit Wer error. There 
was also a statement in the same paper warn- 
ing the French public against “rumours 
springing entirely from pure fantasy.” 


THE SECOND
